A spokesman for Lufthansa, 
Helmut Kaulich. said in Cologne 
tonight that the airline had lost 
passengers today, but “it will 
take days before we have all the 
figures.” 

‘The spokesman denied a French 
report that Lufthansa planes 
taking off from Paris today had 
earried only about 30 passengers 
each instead of the usual average 
ef 110. 

He said the trend In edvance 
bookings on flights of Lufthanse 
and its charter subsidiary, Con- 
dor, was “positive.” The spokes- 
man said that he knew of no 
business firm that bad instructed 
its personnel to switch from Luft- 
hansa to some other airline.

Switch to Trains 


While Lufthansa operated 150 
scheduled takeoffs and landings 
within the country, at times 
with slight delays, many business 
travelers who Normally fy appar- 
ently took trains.

Officials indicated that the 
flight security measures wou 
remain in force for at least u 
month. 

Warning in Letters 

The warnings that three air- 
craft would be destroyed were 
contained in letters to West Ger- 
man and French news orgamza- 
tions mailed Nov. 2 in Frankfurt. 
Lufthansa sald it had received 
similar threats earlier. 

The messages said that the 
Lufthansa planes would be blown 
up to avenge the “assassination” 
Oct. 18 of three extremists—An- 
dreas Baader, Gudrun Ensslin 
and Jan-Carl Raspe—in Stumn- 
helm prison on the outskiris of 
Stuttgart. 

The three were found dead in 
their cells a few hours after ἃ 
West German commando uzt 
stormed a hijacked Lufthansa 
airliner ab the airport of Moga- 
dishu, Somalia, rescuing 86 hos- 


An international team of oved- 
cal examiners found that the 
three had taken their own lives. 

The three dead inmates, who 
all bad been serving life sen- 
tences, had been leaders οὗ the 
terrorist Baader-Meinhof gangs.

Israel Trip Called Big Mistake 


Arabs Silent, Fearful on Sadat Plan

BEIRUT, Nov. 15 (NYT).— 
Arab silence today masked strong 
fears that Egypt's President An- 
war Sadat is prepared to embark 
once again on unilateral nego- 
tiations with Israel. 

Authoritative sources said tha. 
in order to avoid antagonizing 
Mr. Sadat to the point that he 
might strike out alone, Syria and 
the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation have deliberately restrain- 
ed their public comments on his 
dramatic offer to go to Jerusalem. 

A new ban on aji unlicensed 
public demonstrations in Lebanon 
is designed to head off 2 major 
anti-Sadat rally planned by stu- 
dents at Beirut’s Arab University, 
the sources said. 

Even Jordan and Saudi Arabia, 
Mr. Sadat’s closest allies in his 
peace offensive, have refrained 
from endorsing bis controversial 
gesture. 

The harshest public reaction 
was that of Zuhair Mohsen, lead- 
er of as-Saiga, the Syrian-backed 
Palestinian guerrilla group. He 
sald that Mr. Sadat's offer to go 
to Israel “represents full recogni- 
tion of the legitimacy of the 
Zionist state.” 

That question is what troubles 
Arab political circles mast. They 
feel that if it comes off, Mr. 
Sadat's visit to the Knesset— 
Israel's parliament—would be 
tantamount to outright recogni- 
ticn of Israel and of its designa- 
tion of Jerusalem as its capital. 
And Mr. Sadat, they say, would

turn.

Saudi Arabia to Admit 
Pilgrims From Israel 


AMMAN, Novy. 15 (Reuters).— 
Mosiem pilgrims from Israel will 
be allowed to go to Saudi Arabia 
for the first time since 1948 pro- 
vided they do not carry Israeli 
passports. 

The Jordanian Ministry of 
Islamic Endowments and Reli- 
gious Affairs said that it 
had received word from Saudi 
Arabia that “all pilgrims from 
the Arab areas occupied in 1948 
are allowed to perform pilgrimages 
as long as they carry Jordanian 
entry permits.”

“To an Arab mind, seeing the 
head of state of the largest Arab 
country in Israel shaking hends 
with and talking to Israeli lead- 
ers is still inconceivable,” ta- 
day's issue of the Middle East 
Reporter added.

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Families in Township Would Be Divided 


South African Blacks Resist a Mass Eviction’ 


JOHANNESBURG, Now. 15 
(UPT),—Joas Phahlane is 52 and 
has lived in the black township 
of Alexandra since 1945, His 
wife is being forced to move into 
8. women’s hostel, and he to a 
men's compound miles away. 

His house will be bulldozed and 
there is nowhere for his five 
chikiren to go- 

Mr. Phabiane is one of about 
3,060 black men living in Alex- 
andra township on “single” per- 
mits. That means that they may 
live there in single quarters only. 

And as far as the authorities 
are concerned, becanse they are 
single, they cannot have wives 
or children or houses, only single 
rooms. 


Near White Suburbs 


Alexandra adjoins Johannes- 
burg’s upper-class white north- 
ern suburbs. In the early 1960s 
the government decided !t should 
becowe ἃ suburb for single black 
men and women only, to be 
housed in huge hostels for 8 
total of about 25,000 persons. 

The law is about to take tts 
course this week, starting today, 
with the first moves of the 3,000 
“single” men and razing of their 
houses. Some houses have al- 
the open spaces and piles of 
bricks and rubble in parts. 

Dominee (the Rev.) Sam Buti 
a senior black member of the 
Nederduitse Gereformeerde Kerk 
(Dutch Reformed Chureh) in the 
township, says: “That's an ex- 
plosive thing to do in the present 
situation. We have appealed to 
the authorities, but they wont 
even listen to us. We will resist 
the moves. There will be passive 
resistance.” 

The 3,000 men were single 
years ago. But many have since 
married and have families, Some 
of those, lke John Moasela, a 
married father of three children, 
applied to change his status to 
“married” but the application 
became bogged down and three 
years later he is still on the 
township books as single. 


Heu~=g for Women 


Women with single permits will 
be housed in hostels in Alex- 
andre, men will go to a com- 
pound for single men on the 
other side of town. At neither 
place is there provision for chil- 
dren.

Sam Buti ask- 
ed. “Joas Phahlane is one of 
the elders of my choreh and he's 
lived here more than 30 years.

Russians Buy 601,600 Tons 


Of Corn Under U.S. Accord 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 15 (AP). 
—The Soviet Union has bought 
601,600 metric tons of DS. corn, 
the second large reported grain 
sale to the Russians within 24 
hours, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment sald today. 

Officials said that the corn 
wos sold by private U.S, export- 
ers for delivery by next Sept. 30, 
the end of the second year of & 
long-term agreement in which 
the Russians are committed to 
buy annually a minimum of ἃ 
milion tans of wheat and corn 
combined. 

The Department announced 
yesterday the sale of 100,000 tons 
of wheat to the Soviet Union. 
the first confirmed purchase of 
U.S. grain since a previous round 
of sales ended Sept. 19. 

With today’s corm purchase, 
the Russians now have bought 
more than 3 milliontons of grain 
for delivery in 1977-78, half of 
the minimum called for in the 
pact. The Soviet Union bought 
the minimum amount in the first 
year of the agreement which 
ended τ, 30. 

The ΚΑῚ States bas given 
the Russians permission to buy 
up to 15 million tons of wheat 
and corn in 1977-78, and depart- 
ment officinis said that the full 
amount ty wil) be hought. 
A metric ton is 2,205 and 
js equal to 36.7 bushels of wheat 
or 39.4 bushels of corn.

Of Hare Krishna Movement 


LOS ANGELES, Noy. 15.—The 
founder and spiritual master of 
the Hare Krishna movement, 
AC. Bhaktivedanta Swami Pre- 
bhupada, 82, died yesterday in 
India, according to the sect's 
U.S. headquarters here. 

Born Abhay Charan De, Mr, 
Prabhupada died of heart failure 
in Vrindavan, about 50 miles 
southeast of New Delhi. He had 
been seriously ill since March, 
according to Robert Grant, a 
Los Angeles member of the gov- 
erning board for the sect. 

‘The movement, formally known 
as the International Society for 
Krishna Consciousness, was 
founded by the swami in 1965 
in New York City. 

The sect's chanting, robed dev- 
otees are well known in the 
United States and other Western 
countries for their persistent 
solicitation of donations on busy 
streets and in airports. 

The Hare Krishnas attracted 
many young people and some 
parents have hired “deprogram- 
mers" to persuade the converts 
to abandon their radically differ~ 
ent life style. 

The sect has roots in the 16th~ 
century Caitanya movement in 
Hinduism, emphasizing celebra~ 
thon-oriented piety and adoration 
of a personal god. 

10,000 Followers 


But the growth to some 5,000 
followers living in 45 U.S. ash~ 
rams, or centers, and another 
5,000 in 34 other countries came 
only after the swami left India 
for the United States in 1965 
with just $50. 

Frank Kenney of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas, in a study of 
Bare Krishna beginnings, said 
that the swami at first filled the 
“composite role of missionary~ 
Parent-therapist-friend-swami to 
a score of young Americans dis-

Sun’s Birth ‘Glow’ Shows Milky Way’s Speed 


By Walter Sullivan 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (NYT). 
—By measuring the movements 
of the earth against the “glow” 
left, from the fireball in which 
the universe was born, scientists 
have found that the Milky Way 
gaiaxy—the home of the solar 
system—is traveling through 
Space at more than ἃ million 
miles an hour, relative to the 
universe as a whole. 

This findnig by University of 
California scientists who made a 
series of high-altitude U-2 flights, 
85 wel as other recent observa- 
tions, show the universe to be 
remarkably mobile, Yet it ap- 
pears that there are no bright or 
dim areas in the fireball's 
residual radiation, indicating that 
the expicsion was extremely uni- 
ferm. 

The new reports only com- 
pound the mystery of how, from 
this s2mingly uniform, homo- 
geneous explosion, the present 
universe evolved with all of its 
from galaxie; to 


hinting at what 
calls the “aimost unbelievable” 
possibility that the sun is orbiting 
@n umobserved companion star, 
possibly one of the hypothetical 
bodies called “black holes.” This 
proposition 1s besed on the other- 
wise unexplained behavior of 
some pulsars lying toward the 
core of the Milky Way star sys- 
tem. 
Aging of Pulsazs 

Pulsars, called that because 
they emit highly rhythmic radio 
pulses, are assumed to be rem- 
pants of stars that, having burn- 
ed up their nuclear fuel, collapsed 
to objects of great density and 
rapid spin. Their pulse rates 
mateh their spin rates and cha- 
racteristically slow down as the 


are hardly slowing at all, andone 
of them is increasing its pulse 
rate. Astronomers have sought in 
vain to explain this satisfactory.

billions of years ago from 8 fire~ 
ball that was essentially at rest.

VIENNA, Nov. 15 (OFT).—Josef 
Hodic, 9 Czechoslovak dissident 
and signer of the Charter ΤΊ bhu- 
man rights document, arrived in 
Austria after being granted per- 
mission to emigrate, dissident 
Sources said today.

ASHINGTON.—A young man 
caught up in ἃ spider's web 
of international espionage and 
Superpower politics is now lan- 
in ἃ Moseow prison while 
President Carter and President 
Brezhnev are trying to disentan- 
gle the hundreds of threads that 
lead to his cel). Carter has com- 
mitted his personal prestige. and 
therefore that of the presidency, 
to the plain statement that the 
29-year-old Jewish, dissident, Ana~ 
toli Shcharansky, was not work- 
ing for the CLA as Moscow had 
claimed. Brezhnev appears to be 
willing to withdraw the claim, 
but the KGB does not want to 
let go of its quarry.

March wes provoked indirectly 
by Carter's “human rights” 
campaign. Moscow was looking 
for ways to show that the cam- 
paign would do more harm than 
good, and it began arresting the 
dissidents for whom he had 
spoken.up. There was little Car- 
ter could do about the arrests, 
but when Shcharansky was ac- 
cused of working for the CIA, 
the President could at 
establish whether that was so, 
and he denied it.

‘The Kremlin's reply iast month, 
in the form of a Tass report, 
stil insisted thet Shcheransky 
was guilty.

trade, Whatever the truth of 
these charges, they are far milder 
than those contained in the 
original KGB scenario for a show 
trial which could be deduced from 
earlier articles in the Soviet press. 

But the KGB has not given up 
altogether. “The traitor to his 
motherland,” says Tass of Shcha- 
ransky, “will be punished with 
all the severity of Soviet law.” 
While Brezhnev wants to get 
back to business with Carter, the 
EGE hardliners want to make 
sure that the dissidents can be 
kept under control. To the hard- 
Hners, this has always meant er- 
rests, trials, deportation to Sibe- 
ria. They have always believed 
that the best way to handle the 
dissidents is to punish them “with 
all the severity of Soviet law,” 
and they have always said 50. 

The moderates in the leader- 
ship have argued that the best 
way to deal with the problem 
Js to let the dissidents emigrate, 
While the EGB has its own 
bureaucratic interests to protect, 
that part of the Soviet establish- 
ment which has developed a vest- 
ed interest in relations with the 
West would prefer to let the dis- 
sidents go. When Carter receives 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, 
or Foreign Trade Minister Nikolai 
Patolichev, and brings up the

dissidents welcomed the distinc- 
tion he made, because they sew 
it 85 an attempt on his part to 
establish a more moderate policy. 
In the first category, according 
to Brezhnev, were those who 
eriticized various aspects of Soviet 
life, but did so constructively, and 
“we are grateful to them.” In 
the second category were those 
whose criticism was erromeaus, 
“and those we regard as mis- 
guided." Only in the third cate- 
gory were the enemies of social- 
ism—those who engaged in anti- 
Soviet activity and turned to 
“imperialist subversive centers” 
for support. 

Some of the dissidents welcom- 
ed the speech because it gave 
them an opportunity to argue— 
or so they thought—that they 
belonged to the first two cate- 
gories. If the KGB went after 
them, it would have to prove 
that they had worked for the 
“imperialists” before they could 
be sentenced. Perhaps they were 
over-interpreting Brezhnev's new 
definition, but they were not the 
only ones who paid close atten- 
tion to it. The KGB chief, Yuri 
Andropoy, also took up Brezhnev's 
formula, and found that he did 
not like it—perhaps for the same 
reason that some of the dissidents 
liked it. 

In ἃ speech Andropov made in 
September, he said that Brezhnev 
had “set out clearly the party’s 


position” on dissidents, and he 
then repented word for word 
Brezhnev's description of the first 
two categories of critics—the 
constructive and the misguided. 
But when he came to discuss the 
third category, which Brezhnev 
had linked with “imperialists,” 
Andropoy expanded it to include 
8 broader variety of political 
transgressors—those who “spread 
false rumors and try to organize 
all kinds of anti-social sorties.” 

As the Soviet Union's chief 
policeman, “Andropov wanted it 
to be clearly understood that the 
KGB would continue to suppress 
crtics even if they had no obvious 
“imperialist” connection, what- 
ever Brezhnev might say. Brezh- 
nev might well be willing to let 
Shcharansky go, not because he 
approves of dissidents, but in the 
hope that this would help to 
improve his relations with Carter. 
Andropov, on the other hand, 
would presumably argue that if 
the dissidents who are now in 
prison are treated too gently, this 
would make the EGB's job more 
difficult in the future.

A Long-Term View of Africa 


UsutD NATIONS, N.Y.—There 
is little probability, no matter 
what else happens, of any aut- 
break of large-scale fighting in- 
volving the republic of South 
Africa for at least another 
decade, according to Ambassador 
Andrew Young, chief of the U.S. 
mission to the United Nations, 
‘Young has been deeply involved 
in our African policy and negotia- 
tions in that area almost since 
his appointment by President 
Carter. 

In carefully enunciated, moder- 
ate observations, Young told me: 
“Large-stale fighting (mn South 
Africa) is not in the cards for 
at least 10 years. It ts important 
for us to use this coming decade 
to promote peaceful changes 
there. We must use our diplo- 
matic and economic power to 
accomplish this, 

“If it doesn’t work, then there 
will be a military uprising. But 1 
hope this can be avolded. It 
would probably be suicidal. Yet 
it will be almost inevitable in 
South Africa if changes are not 
first brought about peacefully." 

‘Young spoke surprisingty gently 
about Prime Minister John 
Vorster, who is usually excorlated 
in the’ American press. He said: 
“Vorster is a very tough, smart 
man of much integrity and dedi- 
cation, However, I think he fs 
responding more to his fears than 
to his intelligence. In some ways 
he is still fighting the Boer War.

places, I am 
grateful that 
there is at least 
one that cannot 
be located 
through the tele- 
phone directory.

comfort in being exclusively seat~ 
ed inside with no herd to envy 
you?

I do nct denigrate the impor- 
tance of exclusivity. This is the 
age of insecurity. Almost every- 
body needs a membership in a 
place or 4 group from which al- 
mest everybody elxe can be ex- 
cluded, But these places, these 
groups, cannot serve their pur- 
pese if their existence is kept 
secret. 

How meny people would really 
wart to be Harvard alumni if 
the existence cf Harvard was un- 
known to everybody but Harvard 
people? A lot of the comfcrt 
derived from Harvardism comes 
from knowing that millions of 
Americans not only kncw about 
Harvard, but also know they 
didn’t go there. 

The same principle governs 
restaurants. If you want the 
regular cusiomers to feel good 
about belng admitted to buy your 
Pork chcps, you must show them 
3, clamoring group of unworthies 
being rejected as unfit to eat 
beside them. 

This, of course, is why all the 
truly exclusive restaurants list 
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their phone numbers and even 
buy generous advertising space in 
directories, newspapers and mag- 
-azines, In this way, they keep the 
inadmissables — those people 
whose duty it is to be exchuded— 
Posted on the whereabouts of 
restaurants to ae hes are 
supposed tc report for rejection.

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Al Capp Draws Last Strip Without Farewell

(CAMERIDGE, Mass, (NYT).— 
He wasn't , he 
wasn't even Milton, but in’ the 
past 40 years Alfred Gerald 
Caplin made quite a name for 
himself as Al Capp. Has he not 
been compared to Rabelais, te 
Swift, to Mark Twain? Did 
John Steinbeck not proclaim 
him the best satirist since 
Sterne, worthy of a Nobel Prize? 


“When they called me ἃ 
satirist, it scared the bell out 
of me,” said Capp, who lives 
@ stone's throw from Harvard 
and has been limbering up his 
throwing arm for years. “I 
though I was doing funnies. 
‘Satirist? is a dangerous word 
for a cartoonist. As soon as 
you think of yourself as a 
satirist, you're sunk. You're 
pompous, You think your words 
have great and enduring mean- 
ing. I was a cartoonict. 

“Of course, anybody that 
does comedy does satire. Even 
if a cartoonist draws a dog 
and a pole, the way he draws 
dogs and poles 15 a comment 
on dogs in thet society and 
on poles,” 

Capp could be depended on 
for toldness, but now even he 
has drawn the final line, aud 
Sundsy Li'l Abner appearcd 
for the last time. 

About 10 years ago, Capp be- 
gan to have trouble breathing, 
even walking, As 2 result of 
a boyhood accident, he had 
lost cne leg, and now, short of 
breath, worried about what was 
happening, he took to a wheel- 
chair. He resisted admitting 
to himself that fo was sick 
Then he began to see doctors. 

“They told Me it was em- 
physema and this,” he said, 
polnting to the cigarette he was 
smoking. “I began coming to 
the studio with no more of the 
Joy I used to have.” 


Readership Declined 


His strip scmetimeg faltered 
into stridency, and readership 
declined. When he went aff 
for weekends of lecturing to 
toliege audiences, there was cc- 
casionally a trail of trouble, At 
the University of Alabama, 
woman students charged that 
he had made sexual advances. 
In Wisconsin he was convict- 
ed of attempted adultery, 

It took neither court nor fury 
to determine that young people 
in bis audiences were as likely 
to jeer as cheer. He did not 
warm to student rebellion, In 

Lil Abner he introduced

thing. Sometimes be found it 
diftcult to a‘ugh, but he found 
the ccnrage to state his cpin- 
icns and to make the mest of 
his difficulties, 

Capp created ἃ world of 
comic communities — Lower 
Slobbcvia, where the lumpen- 
Proletaviat ved im permafrost 
and shivered in comedic Rus- 
slan, as wel] 85. Degpatch, where 
Fllbiles lived in perpetual pov- 
erty and spoke vauderillian 
Southern. These were ungodly 
critters with names such as 
Hairless Joe, Lonesome Palecat. 
Mocnbeam McSwine, Lena the 
Yene and Jce Btfsplk (pro- 
acunced the way it’s spoiled). 

Capp plunked them intg cut~ 
rageous adventures and let his 
imaginary world collide with the 
rea] world, Into his strip am- 
bled notables of the day, such 
as George Bernard Shaw, and 
ethers only thinly disguised, 
fuch as Jcanie Phoanie, a cari- 
cature of Joan Paez. He jost- 
ed irreverence into the funnies. 
He had the audacity to make 
Yeht cf pillars of respectability, 
sculless millionaires like Gen. 
Bullmoose and feckless solons 
like Sen, Jack 5, Phoghound. 

He had the effrontery to 
lamroon heroes drawn by cal- 
leagues, most notably in Fear- 
less Fosdick, his strip within 
a strip, celebrating the empty- 
headedness of a detective strip- 
ped down from Chester Gould's 
Dick Tracy. Al Capp signed 
his Fosdick strip Lester Gooch.

“I saw the whole bunch swing 
from Jack to Bobby—who 
weren't the same, by any means, 
but everybody swung—and then 
after Bobby they swung to 
Teddy, 2s though they were 
chained together, Teddy's a nice 
guy, but he wasn't my idea of 
what a president should be. 
These fiercely independent 
people on the [Harvard] faculty 
weren't independent.”

Came a spokesman for conser- 
vatives, and during a weekend 
he would pick up as much as 
$5,000 for his outspoken lectures 
end his defiance of accepted 
writ.
